If we 
would escape the greatest peril that ever 
menaced the republic we must arrest it

Do the people of Ma.s.sHchnsetts think 
what the eager and zealous gentlemen who 
are advooatinp tills new' policy of iinperlal- 
i.sni are askinp them to do? Do tliey even 
read what the advocates of this policy in 
tlie press and in public speech, and. 1 am 
sorry to say, even in the pulpit, have al- 
ready .said? Yon are to disregard tlie 
Declaration of I dependence, which pave 
this country its life and on which its insti- 
tutions are founded, and wliich pours its 
blazing torchliglit over the constitution for 
the Illumination and interiiretatiun of every 
doubtful clause. 

Men are not, acconling to these counsel- 
lors, created free and equal. Goveinments 
no longer ilerive their Just powers from the 
consent of the governed. 'Taxation and 
repre.sentation do not go together. 

Yon are a.sked to disregard W’ashlngton’s 
farewell address ns counsel fitted for a 
small nation and not for a great one, us if 
the policies tliat have made this nation 
great are not siifllcient to keeji it so. You 
are to dl.-^regard Hie Monroe doctrine, a 
•loctrine whio'.i lias given an<l lias pre.served 
already libetly to neatly hall our hemis- 
phere. 

'The old jealousy of a standing army is to 
be forgotten. W'e are to keep standing 
armies at home and abroad, re-enforced 
and tnado doubly strung by a powerful 
navy. 

W e used to think that our strength came 
in large part from onr niisiillied and iin- 
eqiialed public spirit; and if, in time of war 
or public ilanger, wo weie compelled to 
contract debt, that the only policy of deal- 
I ing with it in time of peace was to nay it. 
But now we are asked to embark on a iier- 
nianent .system of national expenditure 
w hich will put this nation under an ubliga- 
tiou the equivalent of which will be a na- 
tional <iebt greater than that of any other 
I nation on the face of the earth. 

Have you ever refiecteil tliat a permanent 
increase of our expenditure of $ir>(i,0(K),i)00 
a year, which we cannot avoid and from 
which we cannot witluiraw, is precisely 
tlie same as adding to our national debt 
S.-),(j<)0,n(K),(K)0 at 3 per cent., wliich is more 
than the guverunient is now paying? I 
tliink it can be easily demonstrated that 
the polioies on which we are asked to em- 
bark involve a perniuuent nutiuiial ex- 
penditure much larger than the sum I have 
named. 

W'o must enter with the nations of Eu- 
rope, most of them monarchies, many of 
them despotisms, into the struggles and 
sciiiabbles of diplomacy, struggliiig for our 
sliare of dismembered countries and plun- 
dered states— a contest which requires, if 
not artifice and deceit, which the American 
people loathe, at least secrecy and rapidity 
ami coiicentrated iiuwer. The constitu- 
tional powers of tlie executive, of wliich 
our fathers were so jealous, must be great 
ly enlarged. 'The constitutional poweisof 
tlie Legislature, tlie repre.sentative of the 
people and of the states, must, in a propor- 
tional degree, be lurgidy diminished. 

Our civil list, alreiidy so enormous, must 
be enormously increase*!. Instead of tak- 
ing from the people by fair competition, or 
even by fair selection, men to lake their 
share in self-government, we must have in 
the future, us they have in England, a 
trained class who.se lives are to be s|)ent, 
not ill self-government, but in the govern- 
mentof other men. 

At the close of tlie nineteenth century 
tlie Am iricaii republic, after its example 
ill abolisliiiig slavery, lias spread liirougli 
the world and is to apply on a larger scale 
tlie olil <l<ictriiie and apology of the slave- 
holder, that it was right to tiring human 
Deings int<' slavery and to hold tlieiii and 
own tliem in slavery, for their good, by 
conquering, buying and subjecting a wliole 
nation— lo,U(X),U00 people- and owning and 
governing them for tlieir good ; for tlieir 
go*)d as we conceive it, not as they con- 
ceive it. 

'This is proposed to tlie patriot under the 
specious guise that the Hag is to be hon- 
ored and tinkle mqre glorious by a depart- 
ure from every priiiui|ile that the Hag stands 
for. It is proposed to tlie Christian us a 
new method of civilizing tlie heutliuB, as if 
the lieathen were not more likely to be 
benefited by tlie good example -if the Unit- 
ed .Slates in adhering to Christian princi- 
ples tlian by having her turn heatlien her- 
self to do tlieni good. It is pro|)osed to 
tlie iiiercliaiit ami ttie iii .mifucturer on the 
8|>eoious plea that their trade is to be ex- 
tended. 

If the manufacturers and mercliunts of 
Massachusetts who have ever read their 
history, or Imve ever read the history of 
the country when she has hud a sliare In it, 
are beguiled by tliis specious soiililstry, let 
them read anew tlie parable of tlie good 
Samuritiiii ami aiiotiier verse: 

"And lo! Mkj good .Samaritan, tlie Child 
of Liglit, was wiser in liis generation timn 
tlie priest uml the Levlte, tlie cliikireii of 
tills workl. and enjoyed the trade of tlie 
man wiio fell among tliieves forever tliere- 
after, and got back Ids t wo iieiice many 
tiiiie.s over from tlie profits tliereof.”

Til the Editor of tho (. iiai'Iik:: 

I would like to call attention to the need 
of city .scales ami a city weigher In this 
part of Newton. It .seems to me that this 
is an important qiie.stion for every house- 
holder. As It is now we liny onr coal and 
imve It delivered without any certainty 
that wo pet what wo jiay for, our only se- 
curity being tho honesty of tlie dealer. But 
the dealer cm not personally look after tho 
weighing, ami Ims to trust to his employes, 
and employes are careless, except perhaps 
in ‘zlving more tlian the or I t calls for. 

Every hon.soholder uses from ton’ to 
twenty 01 more Inns of c lal a year, ami has 
no certainty that he gets wli.it he pays fur. 
Tills unoortaliity is what many peoplevb- 
jeot to, and they wouhl be willing to pay 
the small fee the city would charge for the 
sake of^knowlng that they got exactly what 
they paid for. 

We have a city weigher, hut as far as I 
can find out he lias no public srjulos in any 
of the villages, and lie would have his 
hands full if he pai<l any attention to the 
coal business. Most cities have public 
scales, I believe tliere is one even in tho 
small town of Watertown, but to pet along 
as we lio in Newton iscerlaiiily unbusiness- 
like, and takes altogether too much for 
granted. The coal-dealers in Newton are 
fully as honest as those of other places, I 
have no doubt, not being personally ac- 
quainted with any of them, but city scales 
and a city weigher would solve all doubts, 
and would probably be welcomed by the 
coal ilealers, even more heartily than by 
the coal-buvers, as it woulil free tliem from 
any imputations at once. W^e liave a new 
administration of city affairs, ami I should 
like to refer tills question to tlie new mayor 
and tlie new boanl of ahlermen. 'The fees 
WHuld pay ail the expenses, and there 
should bo public scales in every village.

Alt' "ward 
other material was used in their manufac- 
ture, but they still retained their original 
ehaiMi 'riieso liows were too short to lie of 
much use, and, comparatively speaking, 
but a Biiiall portion of the troops were 
armed with them. 

'I'ho Romans carried tho howto Britain, 
whiye it at once obtained favor, and dur- 
ing tho miiUllu ages was extensively used, 
forming an Important element of tho 
armies of that period. 

'riie English archers were said to bo tho 
finest in the world, and their skill decided 
the buttles of (Jrecy, Poitiers and Agin- 
oourt. Tho hows used wore of two kinds 
—tho long bow and the arbalest or cross- 
bow 'I’lio arbalest was nmUo of steel or 
horn, and was of such strength ami stllT- 
noss that it was necessary to use some 
tnechanieal appliance to bend It and ad- 
jtisC tho string. Tho arbalestlers carried 
a (julver with 50 arrows and were pluuuU 
In the van of the battle.

A SOCIALIST MAYOR. 

Unusual Interest was felt in the inaugural 
address of .Mayor Cha.se of Haverhill, as he 
is the tirst socialist to have been elected in 
this state. Rut those who expected some- 
thing very radical were di.sappoinled, as 
the same ideas have been advanced by men 
“who did not claim to be socialists, Mr. 
Cha se’s kind of socialistn seems to consist 
only of a more than ordinary regard for the 
rights of the individual, as opposed to those 
of corporations. 

II is ideas were far from incendiary, but 
there are socialists and socialists, and in 
the great number of new theories advaneed 
for the salvation of the country, it is in- 
teresting to have one scheme put in practi- 
cal operation, so that the world Ciin judge 
of the results. 

Mayor Chase said that ‘ every atom of 
power” posse.ssed by the mayor should be 
‘‘exercised in the defense and support of 
the principles of socialism in so far as they 
may be applicabie to a municipaiity.” The. 
mayor then referred to the desirabiiity of 
preserving equal rights upon which ‘‘the 
liberty and happiness of every man, woman 
and chiid are conditioned,” and asserted 
that these are possibie of attainment ‘‘only 
through the establishment of the co-opera- 
tive commonwealth.” Continuing, Mayor 
Chase said: “I believe that every power 
tlie municipality possesses should be p.laced 
at the disposal of the people in the interest 
of civiliziition. With that aim in view, I 
submit the following specillc recommenda 
tions: First, the pa.s.sage of an order es 
tablishing the minimum wage fur street 
employes at SJ for p«ight hours’ work ; sec 
ond, union wages and conditions to prevail 
in all brick and stone masons' work per. 
formed under the direction of the street 
department; third, alt city printing to bear 
tlie union label. 

The mayor then took up the subject of

A great many pledges have been received 
towards the expenses of the llr.st year, aiid 
while these are all wolcome.and It is hoped 
that all interested in this worthy charity 
will contribute as they are able, yet a per- 
manent fund will put it on a better ba.sis, 
and such a Home will be a credit to New- 
ton. 

As Mr. Pickard says, there ought to be 
some better place in Newton than the poor 
house, for tho.so self-respecting people who 
have always been able to take care of 
themselte.s, but upon whom misfortune has 
come in their old age, and w ho have not 
enough to provide for their needs. Nearly 
every city has an institution of this kind, 
and it Is rather strange that it has boon .so 
long |)ostponed in Newton. A beautifully 
situated house and grounds have been se- 
cure<l, and the way is opened for tlie start- 
ing of the Home, in a manner creditable to 
Newton. 


It is always worth while to hear from 
the other side. Fur instance, in the opinion 
of those outside of Pennsylvania, aBso- 
lutely nothing could be said in favor of 
t^enator Quay, and 3'et here is one of his 
supporters getting up in caucus and land- 
ing him after this fashion:

PUT IT OX»A PKR.MAXKNT FOOTIXO. 


'Tlie Newton Home for aged people has 
been organized as a corporation, in our 
city, for the care of aged people. Mr. 
Joseph L. Stone, late of Newton, by tiis 
will, left a fund in trust fur the benefit of 
such nn undertaking, and as a result, there 
will bo available for our use, within a few 
months, the building and land of tliePettee 
estate, furnlslied and ready for occupancy, 
and in addition some $2,009 income from 
tlie trust established by Mr. Stone. 

In order that suniolent funds may be had 
to pay the expenses of running this home, 
and caring for the people, it will require a 
considerably larger income tlian the above. 
1 iuive felt a great interest in tiie matter, 
deeming it one of the most worthy ohari- 
tle.s in our city. There certainly should be 
a place where aged people who sometime 
had been in better circumstances, can be 
cured for during the last years of tlieir life, 
without being sent to the poor house. 

1 desire that those citizens of Newton, 
who are able, will join with me in raising 
such nn amount of money as may be deemed 
necessary to secure to this institution un 
income sufficient to pay its bills. 

1 intend, personally, to see as many peo- 
ple as possible, relative to thjs mutter, but 
I would like to have those wild are dispo.sed 
to help in this direction, communicate witli 
me. 

{ It seems to me that we should raise at 
I least $.')0,ooo, the income of which is to bo 
used for tlie purpose above meiitiuned. 1 
propose togivH $1000 for this purpose. Are 
tliere not 49 others iu Newton who will do 
the same’?

liLspectors Snow and Swift were put on 
the case about a week ago, when tlio fre- 
quenoy of the compmints made it oertain 
that the loss of the letters was due to some 
other cause than aooi<lont. 'Thev made an 
inve.Uigation, and soon came to the conolii- 
slon that Rarrows^as the responsible man. 

'They found that he was spending more 
money in pleasure than his salary would 
warrant. A closer watch was put on h ni 
and they became satisfied that he was tak- j 
Ing letters mailed at the street boxes and 
choosing from among those given for de- 
livery the letters that seemed to luive 
money in them. 

Yesterday afternoon they prepared sev- 
era) <lecoy fetters and placed them in boxes 
on Ids route just before lie stal led out for 
his delivery and collection at 0 o’clock. 
He was shadowed over his route to see that 
he did not destroy any letters before re- 
turning to the olfice. 

When he reached tliere he was taken 
aside by tlie iiLspectors and searched. 'They 
found the decoy letters on him and nearly 
‘20 others that he had taken from the boxes 
and from his delivery during the day. He 
was immediately pfaced under arrest and 
taken to Roston. 

Rarrows was well known in Newton. 
He was for many years a member of Co. C, 
.'ith regt.. and at the time the company was 
innstereu into the regular service. Burrows 
was u sergeant. He deoided to retain his 
position us letter carrier, and therefore did 
not ro-enllst us a regular. 

Relore Comnii sioiier Fiske, in tlio Fed- 
eral building yesterday morning, Rarrows 
was hold in $1500 bonds for his examina- 
tion next Monday.

Tlie report was followed by the adoption 
of un order providing fur the seizure of the 
land. 

On motion of Alderman Rriston all un- 
finished business was referred to tlie next 
city government. A petition for one arc 
Rght on Lenox and Otis streets, was pre- 
sented by Alderman Whittlesey, and re- 
ferred to the oommittee on street llglits. 

The sum of $120 was appropriated for in- 
terest on tiie uninvested portion of tlie 
Kennck fund. 

Resolutions were ununlmously adopted 
expressing the tlianks of the board to Pres. 
White, Vice Pres. Knowiton, City Clerk 
Kingsbury’, and City Sulioitor Slouum. 

At tlie close of the meeting, Mayor Cobb 
wa.s inviteil to address tlie board. Aft< r 
expressing his tliunks to ithe board for tlio 
resolutions uf oommendution passed at the 
last meeting, and expressing cordial wislies 
for its member.s for the future, his honor 
reviewed brleflv .the work uecompli.shed 
iluring the past tliree years. 'The comple- 
tion of tlie boulevard, the abolition of grade 
crossings, the Washington street widening, 
tlie new higli scliuid building, tlie new fire 
alarm signal system, the new police station, 
the remodelled city iiall, the reorganized 
police force, and the Rullough’spond park.

Ing fiom mirmd ; discuaes bocalu ! well 
and commonc.'d exporim mting with the 
soil, some of tliem out out Irult trees, soino 
vines, some vegetubios, and it soon became 
evident tliat on account of the warm genial 
0 i nate, crops i>lantud and fertilized, be- 
gun to llirive, and as the fruit came into 
bearing, it sliowod a quality tliat was ex- 
0‘edingly line. And friiin ycai to 3’eur tlie 
people have gone in and bought land until 
there are thousands of acres in fruit, and 
during tlie seas'iii from .May until the mid- 
dle of August, hundreds of thonsunds of 
tons of fruit is shipiind North. One or- 
chard alone cunluins over one hundred 
tlioiisund fruit bearing trees, vines and 
slirubs. All this woik lias been done by 
tlie Norlliorn people wlio wore aliraoled to 
this section on account of tlieir liealili, and 
if one will stand at tiie ticket window of 
tiie Mercliuiits &. Miners Steaiiisiilp Gom- 
paiiy in Boston any day from November 
until April tlio}' will see people from everi’ 
.New F.ngland state buying tickets to wtiut 
is known us the Yankee .Settlement, .South 
urn 1‘iuus.

At Tremont temple, Boston, .Sunday 
morning, Bev. Dr. George I.orimer 
preaoluHl on "The Times That Have I’a.sscd 
Over Us.” 

"The past,” be said, "lias had for ns 
tribulations. We liave had tiiem in onr 
own lives and we have share*! in tliern as 
members of a nation. Not only we but 
tlie w hole world has ha»l them. We have 
seen nations disbamled.aiKl ilissster follow 
where pride liad ma<Ie it seem impossible.” 

Dr. Lorimer said that he had read the 
consoling figures by which statisticians 
prove Hint we area rich and pr< sperous 
nation, tlint money has increased tlirough 
production. 

"Blit,” lie continued, “by every rnonopo- 
ly that is formeti, by every trn.st that 
gatliers to itself the 8ma1l*>r business c<iii- 
cerns, men are made to suffer. The bring- 
ing of business into the lian«ls of a few 
makes it possible to do with fewer help, 
ami men are driven out by these aggrega- 
tions and reduced to poverty to nring 
wealth to the pockets of the few.” 

“Biisiiioss men,” said Dr. Lorimer. "I 
would warn yon against the pernicious 
methods that are creeping into business in 
tills laml. You are laying up tribulations 
for yourselves. You may think tliat I am 
too radical in this matter. But I contend 
that there is .something wTong in this man- 
ner of «loing business, and 1 am planning 
for an opportunity for every American in 
America to earn nis daily bread. 

“Gentleineii, if you continne in this 
method of gathering all the business into 
the hands of a few .so that it can bo <lone 
w'ith the least possible cost and with the 
fewest possible help, you will drive people 
into poverty, and you will have no buyers 
for goods, and thus will be reduced to 
beggary yourselves.” 

Dr. Lorimer .said he had ha«l to help more 
pe*)ple tills Christmas than at any other 
Cliristnms time, even <lnring the term of 
Mr. Clevelami. He Inul ha*l to find cloth- 
ing, coal ami food for more people during 
tills w’ inter than during any winter since he 
had been in Boston, except one. This, he 
said, was due to tlie amalgamating of 
several business liouses into one concern 
by wliicli men liad been thrown out of em- 
ployment, and, although they w ere aipable 
of doing work, and luul good reputations, 
they were unable to find employment.

WOMAN'S SPHERE. 


C'laia IlMi'ton titven Her Views on llils 
niiicli lMscasse«| Snbjcdt. 

Clara Barton’s gootl work ha£ so 
endoared her to the heortfl of the 
American people that her words In re- 
gard to the ballot for women will bo 
rend with Interest and respect, even 
by those who do not agree with her. 
At an equal suffrage meeting a few 
years ago, Miss Harton gave her ViCWs 
on IhiO inuch-dlscuesed subject as 
follows: 

"I believe I must have been iKirn 
believing In the full right of woman to 
nil the privileges and positions which 
iintnre and justice ax.cord to her. In 
common with otlier human beings— 
perfectly equal rights — human rights. 
Tliero was never any question in my 
mind io regard to this. I did not pur- 
chase my freedom" with a price; I was 
born free; and when, as a younger 
womaa, I heard the subject discussed, It 
seemed simply ridiculous that any 
rational person shouid question it. And 
when, later, the phase of woman’s rlghr 
to suffrage came up. It was to me only 
a part of the whole, just ns natural, just 
oa certain to take place, '■ 

"And whenever I liave been urged to 
ask for this prlvllc ’e for woman, a 
kind of dazed, bewi dered feeling has 
come over me. 

"of whom should I ask It? Who pos- 
sessed the right to confer it? Who had 
greater right than woman herself? Wa.s 
It man, and. If so, where did he get it? 
Who conferred it upon him? He de- 
pendo({ upon woman for his being, his 
very existence, nurture and rearing. 
More fitting that she should have con- 
ferred It upon him. 

"Was it governments? What were 
they but the voice of the people? What 
gave thorn their power? Was it divinely 
conferred? Alas! no; or they would 
have been better, purer, more just and 
stable. 

"Was It force of arms— war? Who 
furnished the warriors? Who but tjio 
mothers? Who reared the son? and 
taught them that liberty and their 
country were worth their blood? Wlio 
gave them up, wept tlieir fall, nursed 
them in suffering, and mourned them 
dead? ' 

"Was It labor? Women have always, 
as a rule, worked harder than men. 
Was it capital? Woman has furnished 
her share up to the present hour. Who, 
then, can give her the right, and ou 
\v4iiat basis? Who can witlihold it^ 

"Theae is, once in a wh Ic, a monarch' 
who denies the right of man to place 
a crown upon his head. Only the great 
Jehovah can crown and anoint him for 
4ils work, and he reache.s out, takes the 
crown and places it upon his head w.th 
his own hand. I suspect that this is in 
effect what woman Is doing to-day. 
Virtually there Is no one to give her 
the right to govern herself as men gov- 
ern themselves, by self-made and 
self-approved laws of the land. 
But In one way or ano'.lier, 
sooner or Inter, she is coming to it. And 
the number of thoughtful and rieht- 
inibdcd men wb'> wH’ opnor-o 
much smaller than we think; and 
when It Is really an accomplls'acd fact, 
Rii \Viii \\oauei, ..o . nave UUUC, .. .lUC 
the question ever was.”

The amount of property 
owned by women in other States has 
not been estimated; the sum total 
would unquestionably prove startling. 
When it is remembered that the women 
of New York alone own more property 
than the valuation of all Cuba, and 
that, according to .Mr, Dingley, Chair- 
man of the Ways and Means Committee, 
it will cost the United States five, hun- 
dred millions for one year of warfare 
to secure to Cuban men immunity from 
Spanish "taxation without representa- 
tion," it seems strangely inconsistent.

TilE NEW .VDMINISTRVTION. 


The new city government was .success- 
fully inaugurate 1 on Monday, and all citi- 
zens will unite in giving Major Wilson and 
the new board of aldermen their best wish- 
es for a successful and harmonious admin- 
istration of city affairs. T.ie new mayor 
has given promise of making a very busi- 
ness-like odicial by his inatintral, which 
was brief and sensible, lie cl id not make 
any reoomtnendations, he said, as he pre- 
ferred to wait until he had become familiar 
with the work of the departments, and 
discovered what the needs of eacii were. 
This made a favorable impression, as no 
man could have become very familiar with 
city affairs in the brief time that has 
elapsed since the election. 

Some points of general interest were 
touched upon, such as the unexpectedly 
high cost of the Washington street widen- 
ing, although this was clue more to the ex- 
treme views held by owners of the vaiue'of 
their property than to the cost of the work 
itself. But this is always the case when a 
w'ork of this character is undertaken, but 
the total cost of 81,c0(*,000, given by Mr. 
Wilson as the cost of the widening, in- 
cludes not only Washington street itself, 
but a number of extra items, not contem- 
plated in the original estimate of $400,000, 
although they are Included in the Wash- 
ington street widening bonds, and so might 
mislead one not familiar with the matter. 
These extra items are the widening of 
Washington street from Nonantum sciuare 
to P,irk street, the widening of Park and 
Tremont streets and Centre place, ap- 
proaches to eight bridges over the railroad, 
and the city's part of the co.st of the cle- 
pression c»f the Bostetn and Albany tracks, 
of which the city now owes $l 77 ,‘.ic ;4 which 
brings the total uj) to Sl,ll(i,.'>44 Included

tic movement, and who have discovered 
that the republic is obl-fa.shloned and out 
of date, and what we really need Is an em- 
pire and a dictator, a great standing army, 
heavier taxes, and subject provinces which 
ciin be exploited by themselves and their 
followers.

TnKiiKwasnot much left of Senator 
Platt of Connecticut when Senator Hoar 
got through with him, as he is no match in 
any respect for our senior senator. It was 
unfortunate to put Senator Platt forward 
a.s the spokesman for the imperialists, as 
his be.st friends would not claim that he is 
a statesman, although he is an able politi- 
cian of the Connecticut pattern, and is gen- 
erally well-metning in what he says and 
does.

Senator Caffery of Louisiana asked him if 
he would force our government upon the 
Filipinos against their will, but the Con- 
necticut senator was not willing to reply, 
and evaded the question. Like other ex- 
pansionists, Senator Platt does not care for 
arguments, or anything else, provided they 
can jam the treaty through the senate, but 
nevertheless it was rather a humiliating 
spectacle that .Senator Hoar made of them. 


Theuk are said to be many windidates 
anxious to succeed Superintendent IIj;de, 
but there is some question whether theie is 
need of any .superintendent, and whether 
the work would not be done just as elll- 
clently by the Water Commissioner ami 
the various foremen, and thus enable the 
city to save the .salary and the other ex- 
penses attached to the office of .superin- 
tendent.

Bo.ston, Jan. 10 . 

The organization of the great legislative 
mill is complete, the machiney is adju.sted, 
and it is time for the wheels to go round. 
Of course the impatient publio,which is al- 
ways anxiou.o to have the general court ad 
journ the moment it gets agoing, will now 
proceed to block the wheels of legislation 
by neglecting, as a rule, to put anything in 
until the last day of the month, when the 
time limit is reached, and thus prevent a 
large number of matters from being heard 
in January, when they could be considered 
to advantage. 

I think the general verdict is that Speak- 
er Bates assigned his committees with 
great skill this j’ear. President Smith did 
nut need so much skill, for he has such a 
senate as never was to choo.so his chairmen 
from. The cream of the house of 1898 was 
skimmed off to add to the dignity and use- 
fulness of this j’ear’s senate, and mean- 
while most of the best men of 1898 were 
left over. This makes fine chairmen for 
most of the committees. But meanwhile,a 
large number of elements of discord have 
been dumped into the house by the whirli- 
gig of politics, and their general character 
being known, it was a matter of skilful ar- 
rangement to put these, not only whore 
they would do the most good, but the least 
harm. For instance, those of us who have 
been for some years about the state house 
are aware that such committees us mercan

There will be plenty of sources of troublo 
in the petitions which will be assigned for 
hearings in the immediate future. For in- 
stance, one of the.se asks for the repeal of 
the law providing for the extension of Cove 
street over the Bo.ston Terminal company’s 
property. It is unnecessary to remark that 
the building of the street over the tracks 
will be a nuisance to any person who has 
visited the south terminal. Then there is 
an innocent petition in for amendment of 
the law concerning the laying out of streets 
in Boston, which Is likely to reach Mr. 
Chadwick’s committee. T hough It is Im- 
possible to .say today just what It means, 
the indications are that it has something to 
do with the lands beyond the south station, 
which the consolidated road would like to 
have for a freight yard, but which the Com- 
monwealth has rc.scued from the harbor 
for a better purpose. 

Then the railroad commission, of which 
.Mr. Bishop of your city is a member, will 
make a report which .Senator Harw'ood and 
his associates must ooiislder, on the ques- 
tion of lates of fare to the suburbs. I 
think I have heretofore explained that the 
foundation of the demand for less than 
KKVride tickets at the rate now charged for 
those convenient articles is the fact that 
the Fitchburir road gl\es them between 
Boston and Waltham. ihat road, how- 
ever, has no elecarlc compotitlon to speak 
of, and the attitude of Counsel Coolldge of 
the Boston A- Maine before the commission 
seemed to be that his road at least would 
prefer not to attempt to meet electrlo com- 
petition to the suburbs, in view of its Im- 
mense trafllc to distant points. 1 do not 
now recall that the Albany road made a 
special plea in the matter. 

The prison commission, which has several 
Newton people engaged in its work, makes 
few important recommendations th's j'ear. 
A new hospital and bath rooms are asked 
for at the Concord Reformatory, five addl- 
tlonal olTlcers at the state prison, and new 
Hoors and elevator at the Women’s prison 
at Sherborn. The governor has dropped 
another fire brand in insisting on state con- 
trol of county prisons. 

The quc.stion of gas consolidation in Bos- 
ton will come before the manufactures’ 
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committee in the report of the gas and 
electric light commission, which is not due 
for two or three weeks; perhaps longer. 

Chief Clerk Adams of the treasury de- 
partment is still praying for the war to 
cea.se. It is over, practically, but the 7- 
dollar checks to .Mas.sachu.sett.s volunteers 
must go on until the senate ratifies the 
peace treaty. 

.Mr. Wales, your I fellow townsman, who 
serves as clerk of the harbor and land com- 
mi.ssion, took his life in his hands on Fri- 
day last and went sailing over Boston har- 
bor with the Montreal commission. It was 
a cold and stormy day, and overcoats were 
about as effectual as dusters in keeping out 
the chill on board a tug.

GLIMPSES OF PEKING. 

Scenes nnd Incldenfn In the Imporlnl 
C'lty of ('Iiiiia. 

Poking struck 1110 as oxtranrillnarlly 
backward after the ovidoncos of progress 
I had scon nnd heard of in othc^r parrs of 
China, oven in such places as Chang-shn, 
tlio capital of Hunan, where no European 
resides. In the latter town oleotrlo R,?ht 
has been installed by the Chinese thein- 
Bolves in several dwelling houses. In Po- 
king the best thoroughfares are practically 
niillghtod and alino.st iiiipassablo for pe- 
destrians, while the dust, mud and stonchos 
defy de.scrlptlon. It would almost seem 
ns If diploiimtio Indlfferonco and Chinese 
corruption had conspired together to make 
tho capital as loatiisomo nnd repellent as 
possible, for fear that If rendered nttrao- 
tlvo the Invasion of foreign enterprise 
would, on tho one hand, give tho Euro- 
pean repre.sontatlves of tho powers a deal 
of o.xtra tron4)lo and, on tho other hand, 
open the eyes of tho people nnd seal the 
doom of Chii e.so oflieial corruption. 

The eoiuinet for lighting tho publlo 
stri'cts Is, so I am told, a most luerative 
ono and brings in vast tho con- 

cesslonnaire, and a largo sum is no doubt 
netted similarly by the mandarin responsi- 
ble for till) main sewerage. A yearly 
ollieial inspeetioii is made of tho Clonun 
Maxima of I’eking in a charactorisHeally 
Cliiiiese manner. Tho Inspector rides up 
to c!io end rf tho sewer, which, as every 
one knows. Inis I cen liloekcd up with filth 
for Kcore.s of years, and a coidy is solemn- 
ly dlspatelied to enter and proceed right 
through, so as to deiiionstrato visibly tho 
Iiraetlealilllty of the pas.sngo. The Inspect- 
ing parly then ride round to tho farther 
end, whence a cuoly Is seen to emerge. 
No more searching examination or infal- 
liblo test could surely be rciiulred, and tlio 
majesty of Chinese olllelaldoni rides away 
perfectly satisfied Again, tho roadway 
inside tho Tartar city is lined on both 
sides with many hundreds of booths, 
where Chliu'se families reside and keep 
shops Tills Ineuniherlng of tho publlo 
higliway is contrary to law and is only 
winked at by the police In consideration 
of heavy lilackmall being fort licomiiig, 
extorted from the tenants Whenever, 
however, tho emperor annoiinees Ills In- 
tention of riding abroad, a eompletu clear- 
ance is miele, so that no unaiiHinrized 
structures or otlwrobst, ructions may offend 
the liiiijci inl eye. When his majesty re- 
enters l-.ls I !:ieo, all tho booths and st.'ills 
are replacid in btalu quo. — Niuetocnlli

Froebel here, and who had the honor of 
establishing the first kindergarten in Au- 
burndalo. One little incident added to the 
occasion; the Christmas trees liad been 
placed outside the building so that they 
shaded the window where tlie canary 
swings. Tlie children hud placed bones 
and sugar on the trees ami all tlirough the 
meeting the sparrows were around in per- 
fect showers. It was a pretty sight and 
gave us a hint as to wliat tf) do with our 
own Christmas trees at home. The Union 
is open to members in all the Newtons, and 
is also open to invitations for meetings 
either at tulvate houses, church parlors, 
or kindergarten rooms.

A number of sportsmen have been 
discussing the question of how far a 
quail can fly There aro a good many 
coutingcncies to be considered in nrriy- 
iug at n definite conclusion of the ques- 
tion, tho which cuts no inoousidernble 
figure in tho distance one of these birds 
can lly. If there is a stiff wind blow- 
ing and tho bird’s course is with the 
)viud, a full grown quail could certain- 
ly go more than a mile with ease and 
doubtless a inuob greater distance. 

Those who have noticed (juail trying 
to fly across tho Missouri river, where 
tho distance is about a mile, recall that 
not all tlie birds make the trip safely. 
They usually pick a spot where they 
can inaku a bait on a sand bar in mid- 
stream, and thus cross the river in two 
flights. Bnt sometimes they make tho 
distance ut a single flight, and this 
seems to bo tbeir full limit under nor- 
mal conditions, for when they alight 
they are completely exhausted. 

It is generally believed that on an 
average a milo is about tbo limit of tho 
flight of a quail where it is iieitlier fa- 
vored uor retarded by tbo wind. It liap- 
pens very often that in crossing the 
Missouri river at a single flight quail 
drop exhausted into tho water. Proba- 
bly these aro young bird.s. — St Louis 
Republic.

!(( Ihe Ktlio.r ul the (iiujibii' 

ill your iiesueof .January I'lth you reprint ' 
from a Boston paper an article from *iie 
pen of our clever fellow towiiinun, Mr. 
.Samuel L. Bowers, on the subject of muul- 
cijial suclullsm. lieiiig a lawyer, he is 
quite at home in defining the limitatbiua of 
powers conferred by the stale upon muni- 


cipalltie.^. lull when he get.s outside of the 
law book.s and eiiter.s the rc.i'm of social 
and economic scieiuH*, he tlounders sadly, 
111 that field even his logic, ilrilled and dis- 
ciplined as Ills profession demiiuds, lialtsor 
goes by leans and jerks. He reasons clear- 
ly that tlie public ownership of necessities 
leads directly to public ow iicrsliip of the 
osseiilials of life, an I h uh f'lr like re isoii s 
because the public can provide Iheiu to 
“belter advantage than they can b-> fur 
nlslicd by private capital.’’ No one can 
attempt n reasoiiablo denial of sucli logic. 
But listen to his proof of the fallacy of 
“this proposition of municipal owiiiT.slilii ’’ 
He says that it is iiiaiiiiaiued “that the 
municipality, with its increased power and 
wealth, would be under tlie control of able 
and honest iiilmi. who would adopt wise 
policies.’’ Instead of attempting to prove 
his precious “fallacy,’’ lie begs the »iueslloii 
by saying, “Hie very slalemenl of wliicli 
suggests its fallacy." What astounding 
and coiiviuoiug argument ! 

Nor does he read history witli great pro- 
fit to himself. He says: “Tlie monstrous 
development of this country in commercial 
aud social lines lies very largely in Hie fact 
that iiidlvldunl industry aud energy liave 
had full and uiiresHicli-d oppoiTuiilty, 
stimulated by that mo.st powerful iuceiiHve 
to human activity. Hie cliauce of gain.’’ 
Here are two distinct statements tliat are 
disproved liy liistory toilie most superficial 
student. Did .Mr. I’ow ers ever know , prior 
to the days of centralized capitalization, of 
Hie marvelous deveioimiciit along social 
lines and up to the point wliere Hie wife of 
the chief executive was known as “the first 
lady of tlie laud," aud of long processions 
of .sovereigns being permitted to kiss her 
baud? .Vgalu, a bungler even in history 
c.mld toll us that “tlie marvelous develo,)- 
nient in commercial lines’’ oiilv began with 
Hie corporations, and owes all its marvel- 
ousne.ss to the later and greater combiua- 
tious aud trusts. 

But Hie saildest of all his lloundorliig in 
history and .social science is tliat most wo- 
fill libel on .\merican character aud great 
ness, “.stimulated by the chance of gain,’’ 
meaning thereby the gaining of pelf. Look 
about you ; look Hirougli all our history, 
and see if tliose acts we call great aud no- 
ble liavo iieeii “stimulatetl ny tlie iiope of 
gain." What .sordi<l crealure.s, he woultl 
have us believe, were those seven men who 
.•iaiik Hie .Merriuiac in Santiago harbor. 
Wliat dreams of riotous wealth, he would 
liave us think, lloated before the eyes of 
Dewey and liis lialf sulTocated stokers aud 
gunners tiiiit lint Sunday moriiiiig in .Manila 
bay. 

It will not do for Hie individualists to 
bank upon tlie i-gnorance of tlie people. 
Beciiuse one man is .stimulated to activity 
or dislioue.sty by "the clianee of gain,” it 
does not follow that all are so stimulated. 
Tliat sueli is not true of Hie average man is 
proven to even the mentally Indolent. It 
i.s only those wild fear the oncoming tide 
of socialism wlio lioodwiuk lliemselves 
with such misconstruction of liistory and 
limping logic.

Newtun Educailon Assuclaiiun. 

; TTie fourth meeting of tliu Newton lidu* 
cation .Asboi.alioo wa.s held Monday even- 
ing ill Hie Levi Warren liall of Hie Bierce 
sclofol. West Newton. T’lie subject for dls- 
cusiion was “Reading us Tanglit in Hie 
.Modern Public •School, its Purposes and 
-Metliod.” Mr. George A. Walton pre.-iiiied 
aii<l introduced .Mr. George 1. .Alilricb, 
siiliurintemleiit of sdiools, who made tlie 
priiicipul tuiilress. 

Mr. Aldridi first la'sed Hie (jueslion, 
“Wliat may be culled a .Modern I'ublio 
.Sdioil?” Ill answer to tills (jiieslioii he 
said Hiat u tiioderii|public school in Hie best 
. sense of tiie word must iiecc.--suriiy retain 
Hie best Hime was in the sdiools of tlie 
I pu.>t witli tlie uddilioii of tlie be.st of tiie 
> present day. T'lie schoid imist utteiiqit to 
! uucoinpli.-^li results that would liave seemed 
j inii»o.-sible to the school of lifty yeur.>> ago. 
At that lime it was only tlie cxcepiionul 
teauTier who lliouglil ahead, as do Hie 
teadiers of tlie moilerii day. TTie modern 
public school could claim no creirii il only 
the .-aoie work was attempted and uccoiii 
p'.islied tliut wus dune fifty years ago. 

The next question raised by Mr. Aldrich 


was “How .sliall the puhllo .schools ho 
judged? .Sliall it bo solely by the rosnlts?” 
He tlionght Hint tlie schools .should lie 
Judged by what Hioy attompt. by their 
n.spirHtions rather Hian the results accom- 
plisliod. TTie schools liave many limlta- 
timisand it is to lio expected that the ro 
suits w ill fail short of tiio ideals. 

Tlie modern public sdiools are .severely 
criticised by many who claim Hint the es- 
.seiitials of eduoatioii are iiegleeteil. TTiero 
l.s n difference in opinion ns to what omn- 
prise Hie essentials. JSoino Hiliik that spell- 
ing shoulil lead, but others consider several 
other studies in advance of spelliiig. In 
the inodern publle school il is oon.sidereil 
essential to read, write, spell and cipher 
well, but these are not considered eiiongli. 
T'liere is experience cnougli behind us to 
prove that more may be tlono and done 
well. 

Another oritieisni made is that loo nmny 
different tilings are attempted. In the 
schools the following studies are consid- 
ered tiecessary, matliematios, language, 
whidi includes reading, writing and punctu- 
ation. geogratdiy, history, drawing, music, 
a reverence for the beauties of nature ami 
iiiaiiual Iraiiiiiig. What of tlieso may bo 
omitted ’.’ 

The modern public .sobool has tried to 
equalize the relations between aritlimetio 
and reading. In 1H47 .Mr. W. R. Fowle 
said Hint at itiiiuetic was Hic all absorbing 
.study in Hie sdiools. Tliis did not seem 
riglit and an attempt has been made to cor- 
rect tills error. 

We liave learned to distinguish between 
reading ns an end and reading a.s a means. 
It i.s acknowledged that for the norniai 
child three years is .sutlicient time to learn 
to rend. Beyond Hint, reading slionid be 
used as a means for gaining additional 
knowledge. TTiere may be some curiosity 
to know how much time is devoted to Hie 
study of the motlier tongue. In Hie first or 
lowest class IK) per cent, of time gradually 
lessening to .’f4 jier cent, in the liighest 
grade. This makes an average of 4.') per 
cent, of the wiiole .school term, wliich is 
devoted to Hie study of tiie mother tongue 
ill its various brandies. 

We may not measure results by Hie time 
devoted to a study, but must consider wliat 
is aecomplislied in Hint time. We must 
liave a true uonceptioii of wliat rea<litig is. 
It i.s not simply Hie niediaiiical sound of 
words, but is moiital action. 

\\Tiat are Hie ends souglit in tiie modern 
public sdiools? First, a commaml of the 
art of reading. To accomplish Hi is it must 
he heguii early, must tie complete and must 
be pleasurable. The .second aim i.s to teadi 
Hie child Hie love of reading good litera- 
ture, and tliird to make the reading iiabit 
so fixed Hint during life lie or she sliali 
turn readily to reading for pleasure and 
profit. We think Hiis is possible will) Hie 
great mass of children. 

After tlie lir.st stops in reading Hie dilli- 
cull iiroblem confronts us. Wliat sliall the 
diiliiren read’.’ TTiis is an era of good 
literature. Tliere is Hie body of reading 
niateriai for entertainment and another 
wliicii gives only information. 

It is necessary to distinguish between 
oral and silent reading. The hitter i.s tlie 
nioi'o important. The juiblic school wliicli 
looks forward to tlie future and sends out 
men and women equipjied .so tliat they are 
independent of .surruundings, lias accom- 
plished a great deed. 

The kind of reading put before Hie pupils 
of tlie modem jmblic . sdiools includes tlie 
best writers of pro.se and jioetry. It i.s 
best to liave reading matter a little beyond 
the understanding of the pupil, to make 
tlieni strive after tlie best. It is ditlicult to 
awaken a vigorous love for reading, ami it 
is not possible to awaken sucli in ail cliil- 
dren. 

To acconiplisli tlieso results it l.s neces- 
sary to liave teadiers competent to do Hiis. 
It is only tlie uxoeiitional man or woman 
who i.s called to do. tliat work. 

TTie aims of Hie modern jmblic schools 
are liigli and nolile, liiit at Hie same time 
w’e do not inloml to neglect Hie pradical 
line of work. .At the dose of Mr. .Aldricli’s 
a'ldress sliort remarks were iinple by Rev. 
Dr. Belonbet, Mr. Blodgett and .Mr. Walton.

Any ono could sen by tho nir of in- 
duKtry that porvndcd tlio place that 
Goniethiiif; nnuHual waH Koinf{ on.

SHALL THE CITV OWS OR HE 
OWNED? 


Mayor .lones of Toledo, Ohio, has been 
in Hoston giving addresses upon his ideas 
of innniuipal inanageiuent. He spoke be- 
fore the Massaolmsotts Mayors’ club at 
their annual dinner, and gave them .some 
pretty good advice. .M.iyttr Qaincy of Hos- 
ton has beeti calle i a good ileil of a social- 
ist, but his specialty lays mote in the di- 
rection of spending money for the ettter- 
tainment of the people than to securing 
revenue from those anxious to secure fran- 
chises. M lyor lincy touches m >re upon 
the surface of things, after the old Homan 
fashion of providing amusements for the 
people to prevent their dwelling too much 
upon the hurdens of taxation. 

.Mayor .lones, on the other haml, goes to 
the root of the whole matter, and believes 
that instead of, as now, giving away muni- 
cipal franchises to capitalists who wish to 
make money out of them, the franchises 
should be regarded as a source (»f revenue. 
The West End, for inst.ince, had the gift 
of franchises worth miliions, on which they 
expect the public to pay large dividends, 
and the city of H »ston has lost just so 
much. 

Mayor .lones’ whole address was so 
pointed and full of good advice that a sum- 
mary of it is worth quoting. He was un- 
alterably opposed to any grant of munici- 
pal franchises, and held that it was con- 
trary to republican institutions. He said 
that free gifts of franchises worth millions 
are not us common as they once were ; the 
people are coming to realize that the source 
of their wealth is through labor— hard, 
sweating labor— and with this realization 
comes a revelation of the truth that those 
who do not labor do not produce wealth, 
all the line-spun theories about brain work 
and capital notwithstanding. They are be- 
ginning to see that so adroitly have tlie 
captains of industry managed for them- 
selves that today tlie toilers who produce 
all the wealth are not only depriveil of any 
fair share in it, but many are denied even 
a place to .stand on the earth. All over this 
broad land of unparalleled richness men— 
industrious, honest, earnest men, willing 
workers -are compelled to tramp in en- 
forced idleness and vainly beg, not for a 
share in the wealth their hands have pro- 
duced, but for the poor privilege to work 
that they may still further add to the 
wealth of others that they may not enjoy, 
and incidentally that they and their little 
ones may eut bread and not die. 

The (piestion that is rapidly forging to 
tlie front today in this country is, “.Sliall 
tlie municipality own or be owned’?” .Shall 
the general government own the telegraph 
and railroads, or shall these coriiorations 
own the general government ? The danger 
that confronts us ami threatens the perpe- 
tuity of our institutions is not from the 
cla.sse.s commonly known as law breakers 
and criminals, but is found In the law- 
lessness of capital and anareljy of the cor- 
porations, ami the ipie.'^tion to which the 
American people w ill before long give an 
emphatic allirmative answer is this; ”«.'an 
cai)ital be made suliject to law ? ” 

The greatest good to be realized through 
municipal ownership will be found in tlie 
improved quality of our citizenship. Not, 
however, because, as it is popularly pro- 
c'aimed, a man's v.ilue to the stale is mea- 
sured by his property possessions, but be- 
cause of the family fueling, the truly patri- 
otic sentiment, the love of ouutry, whioh 
is love of our fellow men, that will be 
a V laenel in the man's breast by the con- 
l j n t I'l oil of tue f uL til It he is a in jm'ier 
of a fa nily wli i owa their own streets, 
w 1 ) imii ch dr own brid ,'es, who own their

.\nd whenever the feeling is oiicj a wak- 
ened that this is our city, this is our coun- 
try, then a 111 HI uecom.s in tiie best sense 
of the word acilizm wh i loves his coun- 
t y Tais feelliu will b i w m I srfully eii 
h iiicel as til s city goc.s forwar<l in the work 
of 111 iniuipal ownership. I'ue people will 
learn iliat tliey cm serve thsin lelves better 
w.tliout iirulit til III any private corporation 
cm serve til Ml with proiit as tlis only in- 
centive for their effort. 


Thi;iii; is said to bo u very liisec ire feel- 
ing about City Hall, ow ing to the sharpness 
of Mayor Wilson’s uxe, and some of the 
olll jiuls w ho worked so zealously for his 
election are now wondering if they wouhl 
not really have fared b.dter under .Mr. In- 
niun. Of couise it is hard for city em- 
ployes to lose their places, and it taken u 
man with a good deal of resolution to deal 
w ith our o\ Cl glow 11 sulury list, and the 
army of employes that had grown u|) in 
most of the depurtiiieiits. Hut the good of 
the city is the cUiet c msideraliun, and pub- 


ic sonlimont will approve the pruning 
down of the salary list. Nome oflRcos had 
so many assistants that people have won- 
deroil whether tliere enild he anything for 
the head of the department to do. save to 
find work for his assistants. 

Thk steamship owners and other capital- 
ists who s«e a chance In the expansion 
craze to push a sohome for a government 
bounty to help their private hnsiness have 
started a literary hnrean, which sends out 
a .sheet of allnring extracts for free Inser- 
tion In the papers. So far we have seen 
none of this free advertising In any of the 
weekly papers, though some of the ’’lead- 
ing” dailies are making a liberal use of 
them, probably for a consideration. It is a 
promising scheme to secure money from 
the government, atid appropriately enough 
Senator Hanna Ls at the head of it. .Mean- 
while the congressmen .should not forget 
that, whoever gets the subsidy, the people 
have to pay the taxes. 

Tin; Ma«.sachnsetts club listened to some 
strange doctrines for this latitude from 
William H Castle of Honolulu, at Its din- 
ner lust Saturday: “Contniot labor is n 
success,” " The property qualification for 
voters works well,” ‘’Hawaii Is a while 
man’s country,” and so on. Mr. Castle 
olso landed President .McKinley ns though 
he expected an appointment to high ofllco 
right away. There are evidently many 
curious things about our new colony which 
would not be tolerated In this country at 
present, although under onr new’ imperial- 
istic pidicy anything may be possible in the 
future. 


Axi'-MiiKiiof changes have been made 
in the board of overseers of the poor, ami 
there is considerable speculation over the 
reasons that inllnenced Mayor Wilson. 
From Ward 1, Keiiben Forkiiall takes the 
pi ice of Thomas C. Parks; from Ward ‘2, 
.loh’i H. Turner succeeds .Tohn F. Payne; 
from Ward -t, Deorge E. Johnson succeeds 
P. 11. .McVickar; while the representatives 
of the otlier ward.s are reappointed. Tliese 
are: Ward .”>,.1.11. Nickerson : Wanl 
Eugene Fanning; Ward li, E. .M. Fowle; 
and Ward, 7, Henry C. Daniels. 

It Is now predicted that the peace treaty 
will not be ratified at this session of Con- 
gress, owing to the grow’th of anti-imperial- 
ism sentiment among the senators. The 
extreme imperialistic new’spaoer organs 
are also losing their temper, and calling up 
on President McKinley not to be a coward 
and a wobbler, and to stick to some one 
definite line of uolicy.all of which is favor- 
ableto tlnse w’.io still believe In the Con- 
stitution, the Declaration of Independence 
and Was ilngton and Lincoln, and such old 
fashioned men ami tilings. 


Tiik Republican Ward and City Commit- 
tee can be congratulated on its new board 
of oflicers. With Col. D. W. Farqiiliar as 
president, the mistakes of the past year 
will nut be repeated, and no needless uii- 
tagiMiisms w ill be aroused. Evidently the

The work of starting the leHi.sIativo mill 
grinditig goes Inborimisiy on. Chalrmnii 
Chamberlain of .Mr. ('hadwlok’.s onmmitti'o 
on citie.s, says tliat he .shall advertise hear- 
ing.s just ns .soon ns tliere are enough mnt- 
ter.s to be oon.sidered to make it wortli 
while, and other uonimittees are in the 
same position. .Speaker Hates thiiik.s one 
reason for the delaj in getting Hie commit- 
tees startl'd is the fact Hiat the depart 
ments Hie so moderate in getting out their 
nniuial reports, yet the.se same departments 
as u rule are us expeditious us one iias any 
right to expect. Many of them close up the 
business upon which they report early in 
October. I think the railroad conimi.ssion 
closes up iSept. 1, and still it is the work of 
montlis to get tlie material tabulated .so ns 
to get reports in before Fob. 1. However, 
if there was a law Hint all reports slionid 
be submitted the llrst week in Jaiuinry, it 
would greatly assist in starting the mn- 
oliinery the first few weeks, for petitioners 
and inventors of bills do not really get ex- i 
cited enough to give tlie oonimittees enough ' 
to do before tlie last week in the month. 

Mr. Langford of NewMii has the distino- 
tlon of being the only man from the metro- 
politan di.strict on the committee on water 
supply. Tlie fact that there were no Hos- 
ton men on the committee, has been ad- 
versely commented upon in some direc- 
tlon.s, but Speaker Hates had a very good 
reason for not placing them tliere. The 
Que.stions concerning Hie metropolitaii 
water supply are always eon.sldeied by the 
committees on water supply mid metropoli- 
tan ulTalrs .sitting jointly. There are live 
Hoston men on metropolitmi atfairs, and of 
course every member is from Hie district, 
and us no man from outside can in tlie 
nature of the case get upon metropolitan 
affairs, the .speaker felt it was only fair 
that the water supply committee should be 
mude up of men from outside. So that it 
was evidently only .Mr. Langlord’s pecu- 
liar fitness that got him on. 

The selectmen of the town of Weston 
liave filed their petition for an act to em- 
power the county commi.ssioners of >11(1- 
Ulcsex county to lay out a liighway from 
Riverside road in U eston to Charles street 
in Newton. The petition was referred to 
tlie committee on counties, but it is thought 
tliat it may not be necessary for tlie com- 
mittee to act. I presume that tliere is 
nothing 1 cun say to enlighten the readers 
of the (inAi'iiic in regard to this petition, 
but so far us I can iinder.stanil a com- 
promise is in progress wliich will render it 
q Ite unnecessary for tliecomniittee to give 
a liearing. 

.Mr. Heiinett of Everett, tlie hou.se chair- 
man of the committee oii agriculture, has 
filed a bill providing for an upprupriution 
of §’201), (MX) to carry on the work ot exter- 
minating the gip.sy moth, whicli has been 
referred to his committee. Tnis work of 
extermination is carried on primarily under 
Hie policy fixed by an act passed in 
Tliere is therefore no rea.son why the com- 
mittee on ways and mea:is should not liavo 
reported the bill ns a routine matter, with- 
out action by that on agriculture. Senator 
Fulch, cliuirmuii of the latter committee, 
did not object to this course, and us .Mr. 
Hennett is on Hie ways and means oommit- j 
tee, it was tliouglit Hint he would he sutis- 
tie l; but it is a matter of principle witli I 
him to liave everything of an agricultural 
nature (•o:isidered by Hie committee on Hint 
soliject, and lie pers sted. lie also liud the , 
appropriation of Sl.'>n,iN)() asked by tlie 
ciiitle c •mmissioners, referreil to his par- 
ticnlur committee, as also a bill appropria. ; 
ting S'ki.nnn for Hie extermination of the 
brown tail motli. I do not tliink tliere is 
any good reason for Hi ink ing that the 
brown tail will ever bo as great a iiost as 
the gipsy motli lias proved itself.becau.se 
tlie state lias learned a lesson. Very gooil 
work was ilone in .Somerville, Cambridge, 
and liar s of .Malden and Everett this win- 
ter. and Hie brown tails were so mucli 
cleareil out tliat probably nothing will bo 
Heard of tliem next summer, but if let alone 
two or Hiree years would see tliem worse 
than ever. Tliey seem disposed to cover 
different ter.'itory from the gipsy, thougli 
originating in tne .same neighburhoixl. 
They liave been found south of Boston, 
something which never has been tlie case 
with the gijisy moth. This is doubtless be- 
cause the female can liy, unlike tlie ocneria 
dispar. .Mr. Hennett will doubtless see 
that both bills are favorably reported.

To the Kdllor of the (Jkaimiic: 

The lust i.ssue of yoiir paper contained a 
letter from .Mr. E. (). Hotirdoii, in winch 
ho comments upon that portion of Mayor 
Wilson’s inangiiral address whicli said tlie 
omi.ssion of any recommendations relative 
to tlie several departments of the city was 
intentional, as the time since the election 
liad been too short to enable lilm to become 
siilficiently acquainted with Hie working 
of Hiem to advise intelligently, but that in 
the near fiilure lie would carofiilly investi- 
gate and make sucli recommemrutiuns as 
lie tiionglit necessary. 

.Mr. Hurdon til ni states ‘‘thit if Mr. In- 
man liad been elected mayor lie w<nild have 
some recommendations to make, and radi- 
cal ones, in favor of municipal reform.” 

Hy ’’reform” I presume lie means reduc- 
tions in the exneiidltiires of the city.

Mr. Inman accepted tlienomimitioii upon 
a platform niedged to Hie payment of 9‘2 
per day as tlie miiiimiiin wage.s to city em- 
ployes, with a Iialf-lioliday on .Saturdays 
witliout loss of pay.

Therefore it is the duty of .Mr. Inman, or 
Mr. Hurdon acting forliim, to publish these 
recommendations; indeed, as public-spirit- 
ed citizens .seeking for the welfare of the 
city they ought not to refuse to do so. 

I am confident that Hie mayor will cheer- 
fully adopt tliem if convinced of tlieir wis- 
dom, und tliat public opinion will sustain 
him in correcting any abuse Mr. Inman 
may liave discovered. 

In no way cun either Mr. Inman or Mr. 
Hurdon better promote the interests of the 
citi, wliich they liave .so much at lieart, 
Hian by giving to Hie piililic Hie reconimeii- 
<lations Mr. Inman would li.ive made bud 
he been elected mayor. I can assure them 
that both the mayor and the taxpayers will 
appreciate very liighly .sncli action on their 
imrt.

For several years it has lieeti known that 
the southern section of the Union was be- 
ing rapidly pushed to the front, but few 
people of the North really know how much 
enterprise, pluck and determination tho.se 
people have. Before the civil war between 
the states their siirroiinding.s and customs 
were difTerent to ours. They wore as much 
a dltTerent people um though they live«l in a 
foreign country. TTiey were surrounded 
by slaves who did all the work, and it was 
not necessary for tliem to exert themselve.s. 
The young men grew up a-) large landown- 
ers with hundreds of slaves. Each ha<l, as 
it wer«*. a little kingdom of his own over 
which he prevailed. They thought of noth- 
ing but cotton and rice culture. They made 
cotton t») be shipped to the northern mar- 
kets to be made into cloth and reshipped 
back to the south and elsewhere. Tliey 
were farmers, we up here the manufactur- 
ers.

Everyman was depend- 
ent upon his own exertions. T’liey were 
left without money and without means, 
and for thirty od<l years it was a har<l 
struggle for those people, with nothing but 
tlie soil ns their capital ; but tliis liard life 
has shown tliat tlie soutliern people are 
made out of tiie .same material, witli the 
same energy, as the northern men, ami all ' 
they needed to develop into lirst-class busl- [

It ileplcts a liuiiting iropliy of 
deer’s liorns, fastened again.st a wall, and 
supporting ritles, iiunting hag and straps, 
flasks and a group of dead birds. It is all 
strikingly real In effect, and at the lirst 
view it is almost impossible to believe that 
one is looking at nor mure nor less than a 
Hat surface. Tlie textures are painted with 
the higliest skill, and it liardly .seems pus 
sible that the purely realistic in art can be 
carried farther. 'Tlie play of light and 
shadow is fully as ingenious us in any other 
part of the picture, and, of course, has 
much to do witli producing the extraordi- 
nary illusion. Ill its way it is us brilliant 
a success in painting still life as one can 
reasonably expect to see, and if the subject 
takes the canvas oat of the region of high 
art, it is not so in regard to the skill, 
knowledge ami deftness in mannipulatlon 
that the artist has brought to bear on It.”

Few men in Newton enjoyed to a preater 
depree the confidence of the people than | 
Mr. Mollis. Me hud been a member of the 
Common Connell, of the Hoard of .Mder- 
men, of the 8ehool Hoard, of which he w as j 
chainnan, and he mipht have been mayor 
had he yielded t<» the popular demand for 
him to aecept that (tfilee. Me also repre- 
sented Newton in thelepislature. Me filled , 
every po.sition with honor to himself, and | 
his memoiy will always be intimately con- 
iUK!ted with the histor> of the city. | 

Mr. Mollis was born in the North F.nd of 
Ho.ston. at a time when that section was ' 
the home of many prominent families, and 
was edueated at the Hoston hiph and Latin 
.•school. Me beionped to the wel' known 
New Knpland family w hich has produced 
so many men prominent in the history of 
this state. j 

Mis insurance career sUirted as soon as 
lie left school, for it is more than 40 years 
since he entered ti e service of Isaac Mob- | 
son, the fire insurance apentof State street, ' 
Hoston. At that time Mr. Dobson was at , 
the beginninp of his famous insurance 
career, and then represented but one fire 
insurance company. Younp Mollis was 
ofllce boy. policy clerk, bookkeeper and 
confidential secretary, whose duties were 
to carefully dust the tloor and counters.and 
then, taking olT his old coat, be ready to re- 
ceive customers. 

The business of Dobson prew apace, for 
soon the firm was Dobson Ac .Iordan, and 
they represented 10 fire and 5 life insur- 
ance companies. 

It is an interesting list to tiie dealer in in- 
surance antiquities, for hardly one of them 
is alive today. The Lamar, the Humboldt, 
the Irving, the Fulton, the Security, the 
Metropolitan, the Manhattan, and the .Mer- j 
chant of Hartford, are a few of the com- , 
panv names which were printed on the 
cards of Dobson & .Iordan, atid for whom 
young Mollis wrote pidicies. 

Me remained with Dobson A .Iordan for ' 
some yairs, and became chief clerk; but ' 
when in isti-j the call to arms came, he went ' 
into the service, and served with distinc- [ 
tion as a junior offleer in the LL S. navv. I 
At the close of the war he took a tour in 
the West Indies, and spent two years in 
travei and adventure. 

He returiuMl to Ho.ston in lS<i7, when he ' 
entered the 8ervic*e of Cartwright Ac Kill- | 
son. It was not Cartw right Ac Ellison long . 
after Mr. ILdlis entered their service, for 
soon there was a new' sign over the door, ' 
and it read Eliison, Mollis Ac Co. 

In January, 1S77, Mr. Hollis formed a 
partnership with E. G. Snow, continuing 
with him the most cordial busine.ss rela- 
tions until .Mr. Snow was appointed to a ' 
high oflleial uosition in one of the leading i 
companies of New York. i 

For the past few year.s the firm has been • 
J. E. ILdlis & Co., and since its inception , 
it ha-s been characterized as one of the lead- I 
iug firms in the state, identifying with it 
his sterling integrity and pureness of busi | 
ness methods. ] 

Mr. Hollis had been the recipient of 
every honorable ofllce within the gift of i 
the variou.s boards of which he ha'l been a ' 
member. He was president of the Under- 
writers Union in lS7ti and president of the 
Ho.ston Hoard of Underwriters from 1.SH4 to : 
1S87. He hud been president of the pro- 
tective department and director of that 
body fora long number of years. Although 
he had large business interests he found 
time and attention to serve his city and , 
state in various ways. 

Mr. Hollis repre.sented Newton in the 
legislature of is<i7 nominally in the re- 
publican interest ; but .so fearless and inde- , 
pendent was his |>osition on every iiiiport- 
ant measure that the more truly can it be !

Mr. Ellhn B. Mayes of Lynn was elected 
president of the Republican club of Massa- 
chusetts at the annual meeting, Monday 
evening, and on taking the chair iiinde a ' 
most timely speech. In which he called at- ! 
tention to some of the d.ingers thiil now 
confront the country. They are In the ' 
same line as have often hd-n pointed out 
by this paper. Mr, Mayes Is evidently not , 
an easy optimist like President McKinley, i 
who has announced that we have no .serious i 
public questions at home that need disturb 
us, and so we can go to Asiatic islands to 
find trouble. 

Mr. Mayes, on the contrary, thinks that 
the greatest danger in the new political 
questions that are on today lies in the 
probability that they may distract the pub- 
lic attention from the dangers that menace 
the public Interest In our great centres of 
populutiun. The bo.ss and the boodler are 
still with us, growing In strength and in- 
fluence, and It Is the duty of patriotic and 
public-spirite<l men to check them. The 
oonditious in our great cities are such 
that there must be united and intelligent 
effort if the rights and privileges of our 
citizens are to be preserved from the de- 
spoilers. 

Mr. Mayes also said that extravagant ex- 
penditure of public money Is another local 
danger. Our state debt is alariniugly large. 
The expenditures in nearly every state de 
partinent have greatly increased within the 
last few years. Our inuuicipul govern- 
ments are even more extravagant. It is 
not safe to continue .such a debt-increasing 
policy as has been adopted at the state 
bouse, in the city of Boston and in other 
inunicipalities in the coiniiion wealth. 

These dangers are surely threatening 
enough to give food for thought to all in- 
terested In good government, and possibly 
an exciting foreign policy Is desired by the 
politicians to call attention fruiii the many 
cases of misrule and corruption at home. 

Mr. Mayes thinks we are to be cotigrutu- 
lated becau.se we have no boss la Massa 
ehusetts, but there is a difference of opinion 
about this, and the general impression is 
that w’e have a very well-oiled and effective 
machine here, ably handled by wbut out- 
siders would cull a boss. Mow else, it is 
asked, could all rival cun lKlates have been 
kept out of the field and .Senator Lo Ige 
have been re-elected, when he is certainly 
not popular outside of what might be 
called machine circles? 

One surprising tendency of the times was 
illustrated it this same nieetiiig of the Re- 
publican club, when Mon. George von L. 
.Meyer, in addressing the club, spoke of the 
tremendous resoonsibillty Involve 1 in de- 
ciding u,> Ml the policy to bo pursued in re- 
gar<l to the I'iiilippiiie.s, but the club must 
not ’‘anticipate or hamper in any vvay the 
policy of the a lmini.stratioii“ tiiilli It has 
carried through all its plans, when “it may 
hecoiiit* necessary for ns to take a stand 
upon some of the public questions that 
may coniVont us.” In the old days of the 
Kepubliuiin p irty It would have been im- 
possible to liave kept its member^ fro:ii ex- 
p essiiig tln.-ir .sentiments when a radical 
change in the whole policy of the country 
was threatened, and the time to take a 
stand would have been considered to be 
the time before changes were carried into 
eilect. But evidently we have changed all 
that, and nowadays we must hold no views 
on anything the party minagers may try to 
push thiou 'h, for fi-ar of humpering them, 
but after they have accomplished their 
work, then “it may become necessary for 
Us to take a btund”and have some opinions 
on great public (juestinns. If this senti- 
ment was given nut in .Now Vuik or I'eiin- 
ivuniu.we could all point to it usshuwing 
t leovll results of iii iuhiiie politics, in tak- 
ing away all right of independent judgmenl 
from the iiidlvidnal.

WOODLAND KlI.Wl’Y THE SCENE OK A 
sEiiious .vssvui.r Lvsr .sAruitD.vY 
Nioirr-oNi; .man at the ho.spital, 
the OTHEIl IN .KAIL. 


'The Italian siianty at Woodland was the 
scone of a (juarrol between two laborers 
lust Saturday night, in which Rocoo Basile 
was so rouglily assaulted by Luigi di Giuc- 
como us to necessitate his removal to tiie 
Newton liospital. Bisile was at first 
tliouglit to have been fa'ally injured. His 
condition is not so serloui us was first re- 
ported. At present In is suffering from 
sliglit internal |iiijuries and severe contu- 
sions. 

Luigi di Giaecom 0 , alleged to iiave been 
Hie aggressor, is in Jail awaiting trial. 

'The trouble occurred about midiiiglit 
Saturday at Hie Italian settlem mt iu Hie 
rear of the gasometer on WasUiugtoii street, 
NVoudluiid 

About 10 Sunday morning Giovanni Ba- 
sile, tlie young SOM of Hie injured man, 
called oil a patrolman at West Nesvtoii. 
and ill broken Eiiglisli informed liim Hiat 
ills fatiior liad been assaulted ami was 
dying. He was taken to polioe iieadquar- i 
ters. and after Cliief 'Turbux liud questioned 
liim he disi>utciied Sergeant 1‘urceli and 
Patrolman 'Tupley to Hip iiul a: Woodland. 

Tliere they found Hie eliter B.isile uii- 
coiisolous on Hie lloor. 'The only oilier oc- 
cupant of Hie iiiit w as a tiruiikeii Italian, 
wliu was arrested. Basile was reiiiovotl to 
the liospital, and Sergt. Purcell, with Pa- 
trolmen Tupley ami Neagie. at once set to 
work luiiiting for a man who had left the 
hut Just us Hiey iippeareil. 

A Hiortuigii searuli of tlie woods above 
Woudlutid was made, and finally Sergt. 
i'urcell caught sigtii ol a m.in’s legs i>ro- 
truiliug from under a liu) stuck near Fuller 
btreet. Seizing liold of lliem, lie draggiMl 
tUelr owner liuiii bis biding place. It 


r TOved to be ill Giaoconio, who is a power- 
iilly hnllt fellow. 

Di Giancomo at once sprang at the ser 
geant’s tliront and a rongli and turiihle fight 
ensued. Piireell couldn’t flraw hiscinb.ami 
was obliged to depend on Ills fists and main 
strength. It was only after a desperate 
struggle Hiat he succeeded in getting his 
partially ironed. By this time NWle 
and I apley hud come to liis assistance, and 
it require*! the combined stiengtii of the 
Hiree f»fTlcers to drag Hielr prisoner to the 
roaii wliere the petrol wagon was waiting. 

At headquarters young Basile identifier! 
Di Giaccoino as his father’s assailant. A 
little later Lnbrico di Giacconio. another 
inmate of the shantv, was arrested n.s a 
witness. 

Young Basile says that Luigi di Giao- 
coino owed his father money, and that after 
bptli had drunk lieavily .Satnniay night a 
dispute arose over its payment. Finally Di 
(tiiiccomo knockerl riowii Basile, the young- 
er man alleges, wlio is a inncli smaller and 
less powerful man, and kicked him repeat- 
edly in Hie face an'l abdomen. When I5a- 
sile had liecome nnconscions Di Giaccomo 
plckerl liim ni) and Hirew him against the 
«tpye, young B islle further alleges. 

'Tlie spot w here the assault occurred has 
homo a bad reputation f*»r several years. 
It is an old sand pit at a di.Htanc>e from the 
street, occupied by Italian shanties and 
dugouls. 

In Hie police court Monday morning Hie 
case was brought before Jmfge Kenneily, 
and continued until 'Tliur.sday, Feb. 2, Hi.it 
Basile might be in condition to appear as 
complainant. Dr. Curtis of the liospital 
gave as his opinion that Hie man woul<l be 
out in ten day.s from that time. Giacconio 
was iield in $1,(N)0.

MARDON A SUICIDE. 


llODY FOUND IN AX AIIANDONED IlOX 
CAM AT WOl)DLAXD-DEEI) PUPI’OSED 
TO HAVE llEEX DUE TO INSANITY 
IIHOUOHT OX IlY ILL-HEALTH. 


Despondent because of continued ill- 
hcalth, \\ illiain II. Mardon of *5,3 Ilenshaw’ 
street, West Newton, committed suicide in 
an ubamloned curat Woodland sometime 
last Friday niglit. It was not until the 
next afternoon that his remains were dis- 
covered. He Iiad been absent from liome 
for twenty-four hours, and it was a mem- 
ber of u searching party that came upon 
t he body. 

His suicide is supposed to have been due 
Lo temporary insanity, brought on by ilp 
healtii. 

Mr. Mardon for some time had been un 
dergoing treatment at the Newton hospil 
tal. 'Tlie nature of hl.s sickness was such 
as to aft'ect his head, and w hen, a few days 
ago, he returned to his liome from the hos- 
pital, his friends ami relatives at once no- 
ticed the change in his condition. 

He talked mucli of death, seemed ab- 
stracted, and in various ways acted so as to 
conviace his family that his sickness had 
resulted in the temporary unbalancing of 
Ills mind . 

Last Friday evening liesinldenly informed 
bis wife Hiat lie proposed to return to the 
hospital. Slie offered no objections, but 
volunteered tCi uccoinnanv liim to Hie insti- 
tution. He strenuously resisted this prop- 
osition, and insisted on going alone. 

Finally he consented to liave Mrs. .Mar- 
don accompany liim part way, and togetlier 
witii a frieii'l they took a car on Wasliing- 
ton .street for Hie hospital. At Cmnmon- 
weaitli avenue h? insisted on going the re- 
mainder ot the way alone, and persuaded 
Mrs. Mardon and her friend to leave Iiim. 
'This tliey di<l after he liad taken an affec- 
tionate farewell of Iiis wife. 

A little later she ascertained from the 
hospital authorities Hiat lier husband had 
never reached that institution. JSliecom- 
municuted with police headquarters, and a 
searcli was instituted, but wiHioiit success. 
From the car coniluctor it was learned tliat 
he had left tlie car at the liospital entrance 
sliortly before 8 o’clock. 

Saturday morning tlie searcli was renewed 
by Sergeant Piirceli and Patrolmen Harri- 
son, (juilty and 'Tapley. 'Tlie woods along 
the river were scoiire'l, but no trace of tlie 
missing man was found, lii tlie afternoon 
Hie search was again taken up. 

Filially, in the old gravel pit at Wood- 
land, in as lonely ami dreary a spot as can 
be found in Hie city, P.itrolman Harrison 
discovered .Mr. .Mardon's remains. 

'The body was found in an old box car, 
wliicli had been used as a slielter by gravel 
train orews. 'Tlie unfortunate min luul 
evidently seated liimself on a rongli beneh 
and carefully placed Hie muzzle of tlie re- 
volver to Ills foreliead. Tlie bullet entered 
Hie foreliead and passed tlirongli tlie brain 
toward Hie loft side. Deatli must liave been 
instantaneous. 

'The body Iiad fallen back,w itii Hie lingers 
tightly clu.si>ed around Hie trigger of the 
revolver. From tlie condition of the body 
it was evblent that life had been extinct 
for many hours. 'The police believe that 
the fatal shot was tired before lo o’clock 
Friday niglit, as the abandoned car is only 
a sliort distance from the spot w here .Mr. 
.Mardon left H»e car. 

Tlie remains were viewed by .Medical 
Examiner .Meade, and later removed to 
rate’s undertaking rooms at West .New ton. 

.Mr. .Mardon was 4.5 years of age. He w as 
born in West Newton, w liere lie liud lived 
all bis life. He was liigliiy respected and 
was iiopular among a large circle of uc- 
qualntunces. He w as a contracting mason, 
fils family consisted of a w ife and adopted 
daugliter. 

'The funeral took place 'Tne.sday after- 
noon at 2 o’clock from bis late iiome on 
Heii.sliaw street, West Newton. 'Tlie ser- 
vice, w liicli was conducted by the Rev. Iir. 
Prudden, w as iitie ided by only tlie imme- 
diate relatives (jf Hie family ami a delega- 
tion from Newton lodge, I.G. O. F.,of 
w liicli lie was a member. The iiitermeiil 
w as at tlio New ton cemetery.

Hie slighte.st advantage. Spies, scouts, in- 
tercepted correspondence, misrepresenta- 
tion of military strengtli, feints in army 
movemeiitsare considered honorable means 
toward securing victory over a foe. Tlie 
work of an otficer is simply deception re- 
duced to a .science or a profession, and 
wliatever objection on moral grounds lies 
iigalnst tlie otficer, lies witli eiiiml force 
against the successful general. 'Tiie foe on 
one side is a nationsl enemy, wliile on the 
Ollier hand tlie enemy of state is .some mur- 
derer, conspirator or lionsehreaker, eijual- 
ly to be feared by Hie residents of tlie mu- 
nicipality which they infest. 

“A long and unbroken experleipje in po- 
lice work allows me to say witlimit fear of 
being contradicted, that tliere are men, and 
women, too, who delight in olilaining 
worldly possessions by siealili or some 
sclieme ratlier tlian by legitimate and hon 
est metliods. 

“Tlie methods used in obtaining evidence 
in any criminal case vary greatly in differ- 
ent localities, and what may be a proper 
metliod in tlic secret .service or in tlie U. S. 
cuiiris is looked upon witli a grain of sus- 
picion by tlie state courts. 

“In oar good old commonwealth, ami 
particularly in .Middlesex cotintv, tlie in- 
troduction of “spotter” evidence by the po 
lice is looked upon with a grain of snspi 
cion. Wlietlier tills comes from the in - 
peachment of tliis class of evidence in H e 
past, or from the cuntinnous discimrge of 
Hie defeinlaiit, 1 do not feel at liberty Ic 
.state, but tliat tlie condition exists tliere is 
no doubt, and In ail the per.secutions for 
violation of tlie liipior law in tliis city I 
have never useil tlie so called “spotter” to 
gather evidence and testify in court. 

“Tlio.so persons who seem to be anxious 
to liave tlie laws enforced, and wlio could 
easily put tlie oificers in the right direction 
to (irocnre evidence to convict, arc .‘■ome- 
limes loud in tlieir criticisms of Hie ulfici r 
for doing tliat wiiicIi is almost iinpossiule 
for liini to do without some outside assist- 
ance. It is (jiiite easy for men to stand on 
the street corners and say wliat he would 
do in tliat capacity, Imt in the same posi- 
tion lie would accomplisli as little as those 
wlio preceded Ittm. 

“Tlie successful administration of a po- 
lice deiiartment must depend to a great ex- 
tent upon Hie etficiency of men appointed 
us subordinates, and concerning tills I want 
to refer hrielly to some points wlilcli war- 
rant attention. I believe it will be admit- 
ted Hiat tlie enviable reputation gained by 
many iiolice olficials in this country will 
prove to liave been largely augmented by 
tlieir wide experience in dealing with crimi- 
nals. A knowledge of crime and criminals 
so essential in police work, c;in only result 
from study aiiT <-xi)erieiice. It must, how- 
ever, bo admiLled tlmt the limited oppor- 
iniiity for gaining sncli information at tlie 
command of men appointed to Hie various 
police departments Ims not been snlficieiit 
to excite tlie interest tlmt would be created 
under a different .system, a system tlmt 
would Imve for a basis a complete metliod 
for tlie identification of Hie criminal classes, 
and wlilcli woiil<l enable the departments 
to work more sncce.s.sfiilly and in greater 
harmony.”
